Vera Cruz, April 22.—Shortly after 


one this afternoon it was officially 
announced that the city .of Vera Cruz 
was under the complete control of the 
American forces. The fighting today 
was most desultory and half-hearted, 
the Mexicans being withoutX leaders 
and fighting as individuals. \ 


No Non-combatants Hurt. 
According to the dispatcn sent to 
Washington by Admiral Badger, no 
non-combatants were injured in either 
today's or Tuesday's fighting. No fur- 
ther list of dead or wounded on the 
part of the American forces 
aside 


from those reported in the initial en- 
gagement is available. 
Asks Aid. 
In Rear Admiral Fletcher's procla- 
mation to the people o£ Vera Cruz he 
called upon them in the , interest of 
humanity to co-operate with him in 
restoring order. 


He said they could carry on their 
municipal government as before and 
lhat the.-United States merely would 
hold the custom houses and patrol the 
city. 


Reinforcements Land. - 
Re-inforcements from Rear Admiral 
Badger's fleet were landed today at 
Vera Cruz with the guns of American 
warships to ai'd in taking the.entire 
city of Vera Cruz, according tovofficial 
advices to the navy department. 
: Greeted With Shots. 
Landing parties from the American 
fleet under Rear Admiral Badger was 
greeted-with quite general firing from 
snipers when , the boats approached 
the shore at 4:30. this morning. 


Canada's Report. 
Consul Canada today cabled that 
he expected:.figh,ting .to-cease within an 
hour, ir Being" nine o'clock .then. 
The total: American forces 
'ashore 
numbered, .3,000. .They- were well into 
the city arid-;had.the situation in hand. 
The message said: ' "Firing com- 
menced at daybreak, sliells being fired 
on the southern part of the city. A 
large force landed from Badger's fleet 
before daylight. Copies of the procla-

Fletcher requested that the .co-opera- 
tion. o_f the tnayor and1 municipal 
authorities in restoring oruer had been 
distributed, but thus far have been 
unable to get in communication with

-Maas Fled. 
H was learned today that one of .the 
main reasons for the fighting 'of Tues- 
day was the fact the Mexican soldiers 
i emaining in the city were without 
any leader; that. General Maas, comr 
mander of the port, had left early in 
the day aud most o£ his staff went 
with him. Flees From City. 
General Gustavio Maas, in command 


of the garrison at Vera Cruz, left Vera 
Cruz at noon yesterday soon after- the 
lauding of the first boat of American 
marines. It was officially stated to- 
day that lie had not been heard from 
since that hour. 
The commander's family 
followed 


him in another carriage. 
It is said 
that the Mexican troops forming the 
Harrison of Vera Cruz as soon as it 
was seen that .the American marin'es 
were about to land were turned loose 
and told to act as they saw fit. Very 
few if any; of them'were officers and 
they were allowed to act without any- 


which made them extremely danger- 
ous to natives and to whomsoever 
they came within range. 
Colonel Cerillo was one of the few 
officers who remained with the Mexi- 
can troops." He was commander of 
the ninth battalion arid was wounded 
in one arm early in the fighting. 
The Mexican troops had only sev- 
enty-five mil-metre guns and- these 
were placed in position at the corner 
of Esteban, Moralles -and- Main streets. 
Canada's Report. 
Consul Canada estimates the num- 
ber of Mexicans killed and wounded 
in 'the fighting.wi':h the American ma- 
rines and bluejackets yesterday as 
150, but reports are still very vague. 
It is believed, however, that the Mex- 
ican casualties were greater 
than 
those of the-Americans, who lost four 
killed and twenty wounded. 
'This morning bodies of Mexicans 
are lying .about the- central part of the 
city uncared for. Serious fighting on 
the part of the Mexicans early today 
appeared to .be, concluded. 
Fired From Roofs. 
Durinj; the night there was an oc- 
casional shot from the.roofs of houses, 
sometimes even within the American 
lines, and it was unsafe to traverse 
the streets. 
Late 
last night 
Rear 
Admiral 
Fletcher, through Consul W. W. Can- 
ada, sent a second message to General 
Maas in an endeavor to locate some- 
one in command1 to tell'him of condi- 
tions and suggest that in the name of 
humanity he call off his men. 
Hid on Roofs. 
The admiral hesitated to open fire 
with shell on the city but the presence 
of rifle men hidden .behind the cop- 
ings of the .flat,:roo£...buildings .which 
furnished capital, shelter, for the de- 
fending sharp-shooters, made the "use 
of artillery almost-imperative to pre- 
vent the loss of life" of more Ameri- 
cans.

Scott and Conner arrived off Vera 
Cruz early in March. Scouting parties 
were landed and the-advisability of 
taking the land'fortifications of the 
city by storm were discussed. March 
9 "the soldiers began to disembark. 
Four days later the fleet and army 
had the city invested and preparations 
for an assault were started.,.,

a hill, between Tucubaya, and' Chaput- 
tepec the night o£ September 11. The 
next .morning they opened fire and 
continued the bombardment until the 
next morning.

No cooler daring and no greater 
personal bravery has ever been shown 
than by the American soldiers who 
went up Chapultepec that blazing hot 
morning. 
They .were outnumbered 
and the enemy .was behind masonry

hardly dented after .twenty-four hours 
of continuous firing. 


Boys Make Gallant Fight. " 
Two places were picked . to be at- 
tacked. General Pillow led the assault 
on the'west and Gen'eral Quitman. on 
the east.'Both columns were preceded 
by parties of about 250 men bearing 
scaling ladders. . The . artillery kept 
up a continuous' fire over the heads 
of ihe advancing, infantrymen.

ing. All morning it was a bloody fight 
from entrenchment to entrenchment. 
Then the Americans swarmed over 
the ditch and first wall just-as Gen- 
eral .

The Mexi- 
cans fled. Quitman's troops captured 
two batteries -.of Mexican, artillery and 
chased the other troops t'o the capital. 
Chapultepec was a heap of ruins after 
the battle. Fifty general officers were 
taken prisoners. 


A pathetic incident of the fight was 
the death of nearly a hundred boys 
from '10 to 16 years of ag=, students 
at 
the Mexican National 
Military 
Academy.. .They armed, themselves 
and assailed the advancing Americans 
with tigerish, fury, even after 
the 
Mexican army had fled. It was the 
only gallant, heroic resistance put up 
by any Mexican soldiers during the 
war. 


Shortly after the fall of Chapultepec 
the American army marched triumph- 
antly into the capital of the defeated 
nation. 


Even after this 
struggle Mexico 
was not destined to remain peaceful. 
One minor revolution followed anoth- 
er and it was not until Diaz became 
president in 18S4 that the .country be- 
came settled.

Judge Anderson'* Address. 
Judge Anderson's address was most 
scholarly. He has been a keen stu- 
dent of Wisconsin affairs and was 
ready and prepared to give a most 
thorough and interesting analysis of 
his study of state finances. He talked 
plainly and without reserve. He has 
found the seat of the trouble* and he 
did not hesitate to indicate :it. 
In.his introductory remarks Judge 
Anderson went rather carefully into 
the theory and -practice of taxation. 
He made plain its close relation to 
government and emphasized the neces- 
sity of placing safeguards and checks 
upon tlie taxation power. He also re- 
ferred to some.of the history of taxes 
and taxation before launching into the 
Wisconsin situation. 


It has been rumored about that 
part of the state where I reside," said 
Judge Anderson, "and I believe that 
the rumor has spread as far as Janes- 
ville, that taxes this year have been 
unduly high. In fact the authorities 
at Madison, who at first declared the 
rumor was started by a few disgrun-

1. . Age^not 'over 20 years on Feb. 1st, 1914. 


j 2. Corn must be grown in ^ock County by boys who are

WasEhgtonTApril 22.—The American forces commenced an ad- 
vance to take the entire city of Vera Cruz at eight o'clock under 
guns of the war vessels according to word received from the Ameri- 
can consul Canada received at the state department at ten o'clock this 
morning. 


Admiral Badger Arrives. 


Washington, April 22.—Rear Admiral .Badger, commanding the 


Atlantic fleet, officially reported to the navy department today the 
arrival al Vera .Cruz of his flag ship, the Arkansas, along with the 
batleships Vermont, New Jersey and the South Carolina. The scout 
cruisers, Chester and San Francisco, have arrived in Vera Cruz from 
Tampico. 


WILSON SORRY AT FIGHTING. 


Washington,, April 22.—"I am sorry, terribly sorry!" were Pres- 


dent Wilson's words when the news of the loss of life in taking Vera 
Cruz as reported to him. Today the President was sad and disheart- 
ened as he walked slowly .to his office through the White House. His 
head was bowed and his face showed great feeling. 


Many Mexicans 'Killed. 


Vera Cruz, April 22.—Consul Canada estimates the number of Mex- 


icans killed and wounded in the fighting with the American marines 
and blue jackets yesterday as 150 but reports are still very vague. It 
is believed, however, that the Mexican casualties were greater than 
those of the Americans who lost four killed and twenty wounded. 


This .morning bodies of Mexicans are lying about the central part 


of the city uncared for. Serious fighting on the part of the Mexicans 
early today appeared to be concluded. 


Fired From Roofs.

During the night there was an ocasional shot from the roofs of 


houses, sometimes even with the American lines, and it was unsafe to 
traverse the streets. 


Late last night Rear Admiral Fletcher, through Consul W. W. 


Canada, sent a second mesage to a Mexican to endeavor to"locate 
some one in command to tell him conditions and suggest that in the 
name of humanity he call off his men. 


Ready to Fire. 


The Rear Admiral is considering the throwing of shells but is 


reluctant to action merely to clear the houses of the determined few. 
The Americans have not yet occupied the central part of the city~and 
more fighting may begin before the town is in their undisputed "pos- 
session.
